.Washington, Oct. 11.—An ugly com- 


plication which may 'necessitate he- 
roic treatment has just come to the i 
notice of the state department through . 
tho publication of a secret treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Cuba. 
The 


instrument has beon formally signed 
by the. Cuban secretary of state and 
the British minister at Havana and 
only needs to be ratified by the'Cuban 
senate to becomq effective. 


'Mr. Squiersi United States,minister 


to Cuba, has.received peremptory or- 
ders from Secretary Root to oppose 
tho 
ratification of -the treaty, 
but 


•whether he will be successful in pre- 
venting the senate from taking favor- 
able action can only be conjectured, 
Mr. Squlers himself was engaged in 
negotiating a treaty which would con- 
fer special 
privileges on American 


' ships engaged 
In the Cuban trade 


•when the publication of the treaty 
•with Great Britain warned him that he 
had a formidable rival in that field 
of endeavor. 
The British treaty cre- 


ates a contract guaranteeing recip- 
rocal freedom of commerce and navi- 
gation and practically abrogates the 
existing right to arrange between the 
United States and Cuba for reciprocal 
remission of export duties, because 
Great Britain must, by the terms of 
article 3, be accorded equal privileges. 


Many Special Privileges. 


Article 5 of the treaty practically 


extends unlimited privileges to the 
great English fleet of traders- in Cu- 
ban waters and Its ratification would' 
mean annihilation to the plan df the 
administration, to secure 
desirable' 


terms for.American ships. The most 
menacing and unfortunate feature o£-| 
the., .'.reaty. is rquivl .in., nrt.icle S,. in 


whic'ii. Occurs the Sapntsh word "per- 
trecharse." which, it is claimed, means 
"to refit with munitions of war." Ob- 
viously the purpose'of the article is 
to extend to Great Britain the right of 
haven for her ships of war in time of 
war. 
• 


Article 12, interpreted in connec- 


tion with article S. clearly accords 
Great Britain the right to manufac- 
ture arms and munitions of war in 
certain designated Cuban ports. This 
right is now enjoyed by the United 
States only at specified coaling sta- 
tions. 
The disposition of the state 


department is to interpose harsh meas- 
ures, if necessary, to prevent the rati- 
fication of the treaty. 


Senate Makes Mistake. 


Senator 
Cullom, chairman of tho 


committee on foreign relations, said 
that the action of the Cuban adminis- 
tration was so amazing as to appear 
incredible. 


"It. proves." saic! the senator, "that 


the American senate was guilty of an 
egregious -blender when it consented 
to accept the Teller amendment which 
made the independence of Cuba man- 
datory. 
The United States should 


not have surrendered possession of 
the island. 
I think no level-headed 


man will dispute this assertion. 
It 


was a tactical and international blun- 
der. Many of us voted for the Teller 
amendment, what amounted to duress 
at the time, believing that a state of 
affairs such as now. confronts 'this 
government was certain to arise. I 
am sure that uongres*. will never con- 
sent to such a treaty as the one which 
has been promulgated in Ha'vana be- 
'coming effective-, and the Cubans had 
bettor look out."

Cambridge, 111.,' Oct. 11.—The first 


important testimony in the mystery 
surrounding the death of Attorney 
John V. Streed was taken Tuesday 
when the inquest, which has been 
twice postponed, was resumed.. 
The 


coroner's jury spent almost the entire 
day on the case and held an evening 
session. 
It is the' opinion of many 


that the jury will ask for another ad- 
journment of several days before the 
case is concluded. 


Mrs. Streed, the widow, spent sev- 


eral hours on the witness stand an- 
swering the questions of S'.ate's At- 
torney Sturtz, Coroner McArUuir, and 
the six jurymen. Every phase, of the 
mysterious case was covered, but she 
couid not name the Assassin nor give 
even a tangible clew. 


Tells of Husband's Fears. 


Mrs. Streed was closely questioned 


as to the fears entertained by her hus- 
band, to which he'had made reference 
in conversation with many Cambridge 
people. 
She said she thought these 


fears were largely due to threats 
which he had heard had been made 
against him, as told in the letter 
which he 'wrote to her when she was 
at St. Joseph. Mich., Sept. C. He then 
mentioned only Dr. Powell, the man 
who committed suicide several weeks 
before the attorney's death. 


Mrs. Streod was asked as to ihe 


blackmailing schemes of which much 
has been said. She told how Streed 
had mentioned the fact to her that 
an attempt hud been made to black- 
mail him,..but gave.'no,details of tho 
'matter at that time, She said be alsn 
told her attempts "had' been- made"'to' 
blackmail -other. Cambridge citizens. 
Mrs. Streed did not know the-names 
of these other citizens. 
When qnes- 


.tione'd asTo"w:ieriief~s'he'l;rtttW"of any 
•motive for murder she was iinab'lo 
to state that she did, although sh« 
expressed the belief that her hus- 
band 
had 
been 
assaulted several 


times. 


Mrs. Streed testified that two re- 


volvers had been kept In the house, 
one of them belonging to her husband 
and the other,, with a little longer bar- 
rel, to her. The revolver found- under 
her husband's body was shown to 
her, and she said it looked very much 
like her revolver, .although she de- 
clined to say it was the particular 
pistol she had owned. 


Home Life Was Pleasant. 


It was when she was questioned re- 


garding her husband's disposition and 
tempera -rent that Mrs. Streed showed 
mos*- :<ielir:c. 
She declared her hus- 


band -was n': open, generous nature, 
cheerful under all circumstances, and 
incapable 
of harboring • a- desire to 


commit suicide. She said he did not 
worry over'money matters, and had no 
occasion to do so, for he had a good 
practice and could have had financial 
help from her own relatives if there 
had been special need of money at any 
time. She declared Mr. Streed. to have 
been a kind,(loving husband, and was 
emphatic in'her statement that their 
home life was most pleasant. 


A. V. Anderson 
testified 
that 
he 


heard a revolver shot at 5:20 o'clock 
the morning Streed's body was found. 
Miss Lena Larson of Chicago,; who "for- 
merly -worked in Streed's office. a» ' 
stenographer, came .to testify at the 
inquest. 


It is the.opinion, ot,those.present, at 


the session that.the-jury.,will be una- 
ble to render either a murder or sui- 
cide verdict unless stronger evidence 
is presented than has yet- appeared.

Coaches King and Holt have baen hu- 
miliating themselves since the open- 
ing of the university by pleading witli 
students to supply candidates lor the 
football, team aBrt' never h'ave there 
been a's many ;'as"' thir.ty uniformed 
football players' on''the' field at one 
time. 
At present, leaving out the 


members of the 'hospital list, there 
are not enough candidates, good, bad 
and indifferent, to'maintain two whole 
elevens for each 
day's 
scrimmage, 


and there is an utter impossibility 
of such a thing as strong competition 
for the places on the second eleven, 
an element which is greatly desired 
by the coaches. Notwithstanding this 
alarming poverty of football material, 
Andrew M: O'Dea, coach of the crews, 
has called out the acquatic candidates 
three months earlier than usual and 
is engaged in an aggressive campaign 
among the students to get large num- 
bers to take the. preliminary work for 
the crews, apparently trying bis best 
to lake all the material he possibly | 
can from the football department. He! 
has succeeded so well in this that i 
Coaches King and Holt have referred 
•to it in a signed public statement call- 
ing upon crew men .to appear on the 
football field. 
The feeling engender- 


ed by this situation is bitter and re- 
taliation is vowed by football adher- 
ents.

Society's Existence Depends. 


The pail and the saloon, he believed, 


constituted a social cancer.' Unhap- 
pily, there was growing up a theory 
that some are exempt from the law. 
The sanctity oC society and the per- 
petuity if'its institutions are involved. 
The law is1 a good one. It Is good to 
close the brothel and the gambling 
hall.

000 in the banks. 


Call for Enforcement, 


Since the Sunday closing law has1 


been enforced in St. Louis, employers' 
of labor have found that their men do 
bettre work; tradesmen have found 
that they- pay their bills with greater 
readiness. 
The city' is well pleased. 


The -great movement now sweeping 
over the country demands that 
the 


law be enforced. 
It had its impteus 


in the work of Roosevelt 
as police 


commissioner in New York. 


George S. Parker outlined the 
ob- 


jects of the Janesville Advancement 
Association which 
he characterized 


as the successor to the Business Men's 
Association. 
It was 
worthy 
of the 


support of every man who had the in- 
terests1 of the city at heart. Organized 
after manner of a stock company, 
shares were issued at $5 each. This 
money was being used to'advertise 
the city 'and get manufacturers who 
contemplated, moving their plants in 
touch with'the city. Meetings of the 
board of directors were held every 
Thursday afternoon and were faithftil- 
ly attended. It had been deemed ad- 
visable not to announce publicly all 
that was transpiring, as 
such 
an- 


nouncement might defeat the plans 
that were being laid. 
The Associa- 


tion was working hard and already 
had many important prospects before 
it for consideration. Advertisements 
had been placed in the Chicago Tri- 
bune and Milwaukee Sentinel and a 
number of (inns responded. The pros- 
pects of getting some good indus- 
tries here were excellent, 


Ways of Helping City 


One way of helping the city was to 


extend all possible aid to industries 
already located here. Through the in- 
fluence of the Business1 Men's Asso- 
ciation several factories had largely 
increased their efficiency in the past. 
One reason why Janesville with 
its 


many successful manufacturing com- 
panies had apparently stood' still, was 
perhaps to be found in the fact that 
all are more interested in advancing 
their own business than Hi at of the 
other fellow's. "We have been so ab- 
sorbed in our own business liaat we 
have not been so broad-minded as we 
might have been and should be." The 
speaker gave convincing illustrations 
of the value of just an encouraging 
word. 
He narrated some interesting 


discoveries regarding the attitude of 
farmers and merchants'towards Janes- 
ville products in Iowa and gave 
a 


graphic description 
of 
the success 


which attended the launching of a 
horse-made street fair in a small Iowa 
city, similarly situated to Janesville. 
Each merchant offered prizes for one 
staple—such as corn and had the the 
exhibit in front of his: store. 
The 


plan was1 to get in touch with, the 
trade rather .than sell goods that week 
and the project proved more success- 
ful than any county fair ever given 
in that locality. The people were im- 
mensely pleased with the success of 
the venture and it will become an 
annual enterprise. 
In it Janesville, 


which like the lowa-iown lias proba- 
bly jjroivn weary of vstreet carnivals, 
might find a useful suggestion.
